Brakemen and Handlers Wish to Aid 
the Switchmen. 


MAY SPREAD TO THE LAKE SHORE. 


_ Borraro, N. T., Aug. 16.—1:30 a. m.— 
The Seventy-fourth Regiment has been 
called out to protect the Central and West 
Shore property, it being feared that the 
switchmen on these roads may go out tonight. 
The Sixty-fifth Regiment has just been sent to 
Cheektowaga to guard the Lehigh Valley and 
the Erie yards the rest of the night. 

3 a. m.— The two regiments have reached 
the scene of difficulty and report everything 
quiet. The strikers tonight decided to call no 
other roads out tonight, but may do so tomor- 
row. The Central officers made a demand on 
the Sheriff for protection this morning at 2 
o’clock, but this is considered a precautionary 
measure. 


THE MOB HAD COMPLETE POSSESSION. 


Incendiarism and Violence Features of a 
„ Dark Day in the East. 

Burrato, N. Y., Aug. 15.—[Special. |—Des- 
perate tactics are being pursued in the switch - 
men’s strike on the New York, Lake Erie and 
Western and the Lehigh Valley railroads. The 
Sheriff has found himself unable to comply 
with the demands of the companies for pro- 
tection, his deputies deserting him as fast as 
sworn in, and he has appealed for aid. The 
appeal ha» been granted ; the militia has been 
ordered out and the State troops are being 
massed at the armory. 

During the day incendiarism aad violence 
were resorted to and individual attacks on the» 
so-called scab ’’ workmen made. The out- 
look is melancholy and no one can predict 
the end. More than 200 cars have been 
burned, and a train load of passengers had a 
‘miraculous escape with their lives. Freight 
trains have been boarded and trainmen com- 
pelled to desert their posts, Switches have 
been turned and cars thrown into the ditch. 
Gondolas were released from coal trestles and 
allowed to crash down into the yards, wreck- 
ing locomotives and cars and creating general 
havoc with railroad property, and tonight the 
strikers are on top. There is no doubt about 
it and more trouble of the sort that marked 
the early hours of this morning is expected 
before daylight again dawns. All the depu- 
ties that the Sheriff has called out to comply 
with the demand of the company for protec- 
‘ion deserted him this afternoon, and Sheriff 


mand that the militia be called out. This de- 
mand was acceded to. The Erie road is 
blocked now. The fires of last night and the 
wreeks block one end and standing trains 
block the other. The strikers are busy dis 
claiming responsibility for last night's events, 
but they do not try to cover their delight at 
the result. 
Entire Trains on Fire. 

It was about 1 o’clock this morning that the 
strikers put in their best work at the Lehigh 
yards, having at that time managed to block- 
ade the Erie tracks and wreck several trains. 
It was very easy to set fire to the cars—a light- 
ed match in the oil box of the wheel did the 
business. So about the hour named fire ap- 
peared simultaneously in the Lehigh yards 
adjoining the Erie but so far east that the city 
fire department could not reach it. At 
3:15 a m. 150 cars were burning 
and the fires were ill breaking out 
among the freight cars. fire spread away 
down the Lehigh and Erie. Long strings of 

Cars were fired at both ends and are burning 
toward the center. There is no possibility of 
saving them as no water is near enough to be 
of any use. Many Erie men, among them 
several officials, are on the ground and are 
making every effort to save what they can, but 
their efforts are almost unavailing. By drag- 

ing cars apart by hand a few are being 


engines are here, and every car has to be 
moved by hand. Around the burning cars 
strikers and their sympathizers crowd and en- 
joy the result of their work. Perched high on 
box cars they mock and jeer at the railroad 
men who work at the blazing wrecks. 

They have not relaxed their exertions to 
keep scab labor from entering the city. 
Every one who walks along the tracks is ques- 
tioned as to his business and destination. 
When each train arrived last evening it was 
stopped by strikers and thoroughly over- 
hauled to be sure no help was straggling in to 
the companies. The passengers were indig- 
nant and asked how long they were going to 
be kept there. The only satisfaction they re- 
Sei ved was in the reply that when the strik- 
ers got through with them they might go on 
and not till then. 

Cars were still ablaze on the Lehigh Val- 
ley’s tracks in Cheektowaga at 2 0’clock this 
afternoon. The Erie wrecking-train arrived 
on the scene about 11:30 in the forenoon and 
the men were set at work clearing away the 
débris. .

Brakemen May Go Out. 

At the sa'oons near the junction of William 
street and the Delaware, Lackawanna 
Western, the Lehigh Valley, and the Erie 
roads about 100 strikers and their sympathiz- 
ers, mostly the latter, were congregated this 
afternoon. It was evident from the demeanor 
of the switchmen t they were satisfied with 
the condition of affairs. An intelligent young 
man who appeared to be a general favorite 
was approached bya reporter and he made 
the following statement: 


Jam a brakeinan and a member of the 


union. Every man in our unfon 1s in sympa- 
thy with the striking switchmen, and if things 
look dark for the men who are now out, why, 
we'll go out also.“

Another brakeman who overheard the conver- 
sation corroborated the assertion of the first 
speaker. W. Avery, an employé of the Erie 
railroad, made the following statement this 
afternoon: 

Cars Not Very Valuable. 

“The Erie yard has in the neighborhood of 
200 or 250 cars that have been stenciled with 
the letter ‘C’ by the Car Inspector. This 
means that they are crippled. By the order 
of the Master Car Builder they are not 
fit to repair and must be torn down or 


| burned. They have a gravel pit at North 


Collins and they have decided upon this place 
to burn 200 of these cars, In going through 
the yards this morning we find that the prin- 
cipal part of the burning cars are the‘C’ 
cars, that must be torn down or burned. I 
make this statement because the matter has 
been misrepresented. In all the burning that 
was done last night there haven't been ten 
good cars burned. The only good car I found 
burned today was on the Western New York 
aud Pennsylvania delivery track. The rest 
were cripples. We can prove that none of the 
Erie switchmen had anything to do with the 
burning.”’ 

One Valuable Consignment Lost. 
While the fire department was endeavoring 
to extinguish the fire on the Lehigh and Erie 
roads early this morning about 400 to 450 feet 
of hose was cut. One serious loss is on a car 
which was filled with Brussels carpets. An 
effort was made to save some of the consign- 
ment but it was of no avail. The entire lot is 
now a pile of ashes. Sheriff Beck went to 
Cheektowaga at noon with a posse of special 
Deputy Sheriffs, ana soon telephoned to 
Deputy Sheriff Steele to send out all the 
Deputies he could to guard the Lehigh Valley 
trestle there. The structure will hold about 
100,000 tons of coal and cost about $200,000. It 
is loaded with coal now. Grand Master 
Sweeney, who ordered the strike, said yester- 
day in reference to the Sunday morning fires 
in the Lehigh yards: 

“Of course no lawlessness can be upheld, 
The men should win by peaceful means.”’ 

Mr. Sweeney suggested that the fires in the 
Lehigh yards were accidental. He said he was 
sorry they had occurred. 

Watch for Open Switches,

A freight train on the Southwestern division 
of the Erie was boarded by men near Seneca 


street yesterday. The raiders pulled out every

Passengers on the Erie and Lehigh Valley 
trains that were ditched. did not reach the 
Erie Depot until 2:45 this morning. They 
stated that strikers went through the coaches, 
detached the engines and broke the air con- 
nections. H. Dickerman, a drummer who 
was on board one of the trains, said no vio- 
lence was attempted with any of the passen- 
gets. He continued: Three strikers boarded 
our train. They were all apparently sober 
and met with no resistence. They politely in- 
formed the passengers that the train would 
go no further. The spokesman was a tall fel- 
low, light complexion, and with sandy hair. 
He simply stated that he was a striker; that 
he had a wife and family to maintain, and 
the road would not do the square thing by the 
en. 

zs Why Troops Were Called Out. 

It was the men who were guarding the big 
Lehigh Valley trestle under the Sheriff who 
deserted. These men were stationed at a point 
near where the strikers congregate in large 
numbers. The latter soon got at work among 


the deputies, and when the first one deposited 


his club in the Sheriff’s buggy there was a 
stampede, It was a race to see who wapid de- 
sert the quickest. Sheriff Beck’s army of 
sixty was speedily reduced to six or eight, and 
then the Sheriff himself turned tail and ran. 
He ran for Gen. Doyle, whom he asked to call 
out the militia. The General complied at 
once and the Sixty-fifth and Seventy-fourth 
Regiments are assembling at their quarters. 


TRIED TO MOVE AN ENGINE. 


Strikers and a Sheriff's Posse Have a Con- 
flict at Sayre. 

ErattnA. N. T., Aug. 15.—Excitement pre- 
vails at Waverly, N. I., and Sayre, Pa., just 
over the State line, on account of the strike of 
the Lehigh switchmen. Fifty-one Legh 
men are out. Only four of the Erie switch- 
men at Waverly are union men, and these 
have not yet been ordered out. Two Lehigh 
freight trains slipped out today, the 
trainmen . domg their own switch- 
ing, but with these exceptions no trains have 
gone through Sayre since Saturday night. 
Between 2,500 and 3,000 cars are tied up at 
Sayre.

A start was made but the strikers 
pulled the coupling-pin between the engine 
and caboose and caused another delay. The 
Sheriff tried to arrest some of the men but 
they were immediately rescued by their com- 
rades. Supt. Stephenson and the Sheriff 
mounted the pilot but could not keep the men 
away from the engine. At the latest report 
the engine had gone about 200 yards and the 
strikers were in command of the situation. 
No trouble has occurred at Elmira or Hor- 
nellsville. 


RUMOR OF A SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 


Freight Handlers and Brakemen May Join 
| the Switchmen. 

BiyeuamTon, N. I., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
The Erie switchmen at this station will quit 
work at daylight unless the trauble which 
has caused the strike’ west of here is settled 
before midnight. An officer of the Switch- 
men’s Union is here in the interest 
of the strikers and. as the men 
employed in the local yards with 
two exceptions belong to the union he will 
have little trouble. No trouble from the 
switchmen is anticipated on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna ana Western unless that line en- 
deavors to handle the Erie’s freight. Ine 
telegraphers’ trouble on the Lackawanna is 
assuming serious proportions, for if the men 
should now go out both the Erie and Lacka- 
wa would be tied up, 

Should the strike extend to this city no 
trouble is feared, as the men are peaceably 
inclined. It is believed, however, that there 
will be trouble at Susquehanna, This 
afternoon Station Agent Finch, who has 
charge of the men on the Erie at this station, 
said the situation of affairs could not be fore- 
told. Ifthe men went out at daylight as 
now threatened their places would at once be 
filled by others who stood ready to step in. 

SusqueHAnna, Pa., Aug. 15.—The switch- 
men’s strike has not reached here, but there 
18 a well defined rumor which receives general 
credence, that a general strike all along the 
line will be in order unless the differences 
between the men and the company are ad- 
justed before midnight in Buffalo. All of the 
men in the Susquehanna and West Susque- 
hanna yards, with the exception of two, are 
members of the Switchmen’s Union. They 
have no local grievance as their pay was 
materially increased some months ago. Pas- 
senger trains are running as usual this even- 
ing, but no through freight trains are running 
from the West. The round-house is filled 
with idle locomotives and crews in conse- 
quence. There is much excitement among

POWER BACK OF THE SHERIFF. 


He Can Summon Thirteen Hundred Militia- 
men if They Are Needed. 

Alan, N. I., Aug. 15.—[Special. }—There 
was a long session of the State Railroad Com- 
mission today, but nothing was done with re- 
gard to the switchmen’s strike at Buffalo. 
Secretary Hudson of the board expressed the 
belief that the country was on the verge of a 
great labor war. Gov. Flower has not re- 
turned from Watertown yet, but Adjutant- 
General Porter reached here this evening, 
which is one day earlier than he usually comes. 
Gen. Porter says that he thinks the Sheriff 
of Erie County will be able to cope 
with the rioters. He, however, came 
here so as to be at general headquarters 
in case there is a call for aid outside of that 
which the Sheriff can summon. The Sheriff 
has authority in this State to press into serv- 
ice the militia in his and adjacent counties. 
The strength of this force is, in Buffalo, two 
regiments, aggregating 900 men, and eight 
separate companies, from seventy to eighty 
men each, or a total of between 1,300 and 
1,500 militiamen. Gen. Porter is kept advised 
of the situation by telegraph. 


PRESIDENT M’LEOD’S EXPLANATION. 


Why Eastern Roads Cannot Afford to In- 
crease Switchmen’s Pay. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 15.—The follow- 
ing notice has been printed iu large type 
upon cards and wiil be posted along the line 
of the Reading railway: 

THE PHILADELPHIA AND READING RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 15.—[Notice.]—A reward 
of $5,000 will be paid to any person or persons who 
will furnish the evidence which will lead to the 
arrest of any person or persons who shall be 
guilty of violence to the compary's employés or 
destruction to its property. 

A. A. McLgop, President. 

President McLeod, when spoken to, said 
the notice explained itself—that the company 
intended preventing any destruction to its 
property. He then gave some interesting 
facts concerning the strike. 

To understand the situation at Buffalo in- 
telligently,”’ he said, you must know that 
Buffalo is the dividing line between the West- 
ern roads and trunk lines. Both concentrate 
there and that point forms the geographical 
line between the Western and Eastern railway 
systems. It likewise supplies the line of dif- 
ference in conditions between the Eastern and 
Western roads. The roads west of Buffalo 
get higher rates for their traffic; the ciassifica- 
tions are higher; everything is on a higher 
scale, including the cost of living to the 
railway employés, hence they are paid 
higher wages than are paid in the East. 
Some years ago the labor organizations 
starting at Chicago inaugurated a movement 
for higher wages along the Western lines 
moving eastward in their work of agitation. 
One by one they took in the various railroad 
yards until Buffalo was finally reached. Here 
the two systems meet, and here, as at Chicago, 
the employés of the Western roads get higher 
wages because the Western roads, receiving 
better rates, can afford to pay the difference. 
The walking delegate jumped at the oppor- 
tunity and urged equalization of wages, not- 
withstanding the widely differing conditions. 
When the demand for an advance was made 
of the Eastern roads at Buffalo all declined to 
accede except the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, whch granted the advance, although 
in so doing it exercised manifest discrimina- 
tion against its employés in the East. 

„Although the Lehigh Valley declined to 
meet the demands of the men when the road 
was a separate organization, they renewed 
them when the road was leased by the Read. 
ing. 1 personally investigated the matter and 
decided that we could not grant the advance 
without raising the wages of our men in New 
York, Philadelphia, Reading, and everywhere 
else on our system, which under the circum- 
stances was unwarranted. To have done so 
would have been unjust to the rest of our peo- 
ple. On our declination, the strikers held a 
meeting on July 22 at Waverly. What oc- 
curred there may be gleaned from this chap-

I have no doubt of the 
outcome. We are certain to win.“ 

When asked whether he would make any 
concessions to the demands of the strikers 
President McLeod answered emphatically, 
No, sir.“

CONDEMNS ACTS OF VIOLENCE, 


Master Switchman Sweeney Says the Men 
Have Cause to Feel Aggrieved. 
Burrarto, N. V., Aug. 15.—Grand Master 
Sweeney of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid As- 
sociation returned from New York this morn- 
ing. He condemns the aets of lawlessness, and 
states that he has assurances from the men on 
strike that they were not responsible for what 
was done—it was the work of irresponsible 
individuals who could not be controlled. 
“ The strike,’”’ said he, has spread to Waver- 
ly, and will go to Hornbellsville and Bradford, 
where the switchmen are dissatisfied. It has 
not spread to any other roads in Buffalo. We 
have come to an agreement with the Western 
New York and Pennsylvania on a ten-hour 
basis and will have no trouble with that road. 
Mr. Sweeney further said that the Erie and 
Lehigh switchmen here had not been treated 
in such a way as to keep them in good humor. 
Their advances have been spurned by those in 
high authority. The matter could have been 
settled easily, Mr. Sweeney said, if the of- 
ficials had consented to reason with the 
men, but instead they tried to 
bulldoze, I do not believe in 
bulldozing on either side. The officials should 
not resort to it and neither should the men. I 
strongly disapprove of the strikers injuring 
the property of the companies or attacking 
the men who take their places, though I claim 
the right of the strikers to reason with the 
non-union men and by peaceful means try to 
persuade them to keep away.” 
„Will you remain here for some time?” 
„es, I will stay for a while, but I can’t 
tell how long. Iam here in an advisory ca- 
pacity and will watch the situation closely. I 
hope there will be no more lawless acts. They 
block our efforts and do injury to the cause 
of the strikers,” 


AT THE er eo END OF THE ROAD. 


Freight Trame Partially Suspended; hut No 
Strike There Is Expected. 

New York, Aug. 15.—The strike in Buffalo 
is being felt at the end of the railroad in Jer- 
sey City. Freight traffic over all roads which 
come in there from the west is partially sus- 
pended, The number of freight-trains which 
arrive daily over the Lehigh, the Erie, and the 
Pennsylvania railroads is eonstantly dimin- 
ishing. Many trains are stalled at and near 
Buffalo and may remain there for several 
days. Those which reach Jersey City 
are, in the majority of «cases, several 
hours late. Some of the trains ar- 
rive with only two-thirds of the 
usual number of cars. The effect of the strike 
is the worst on the Lehigh Valley railroad, 
since the lurgest yardson the railroad are near 
Buffalo. In the case of freight which requires 
quick transportation the delay is especially 
harmful. The effect of the strike on this end 
of the road has not become serious as yet, but 
should the strike last for any length of time 
it would be almost impossible to forward the 
trains. 

The officers of the company are making ar- 
rangements, however, to combat the difficulty 
as well as possible. One thing that will 
greatly help them is that it is unlikely that a 
strike will occur at this end of the route. 
Master Switchman Sweeney said this morning 
that he did not think any strike would be or- 
dered in Jersey City. He said that the trouble 
at Buffalo was a local affair in 
which only the men at Buffalo were 
involved, None of the union switchmen em- 
ployed in the Jersey City yards had any griev- 
ances against the companies.

Sweeney said he believed that neither side 
could afford to let the strike continue for any 
length of time. The officers of the company 
in Jersey City also said that they feared no 
trouble at this end of the liaes. Central office 
detectives are today watching the executive 
offices of the Erie railroad at the Coal and 
Iroa Exchange, which while precautionary 
seems to indicate that the officers of that cor- 
poration fear violence.

Within Ten Days. 

It was rumored late last night that all the 
switchmen on the Erie line in Chicago, which 
is the old Chicago and Atlantic, had been or- 
dered on strike. A reporter for Taz Trrsunz 
who called at the Dearborn street depot, was 
told that those switchmen only worked as far 
into Chicago as Fifty-first street. On calling 
there at midnight the switchmen said: 

“The Erie road proper extends westward 
only to Manon, O. This is an auxiliary to 
the system. We are waiting to hear the word 
from Grand Master Sweeney. He is now in 
Buffalo. As soon as he speaks we quit and so 
do all the switchmen on the lines running into 
Chicago. The strike may not reach Chicago 
for a week yet, but unless he demands of the 
strikers in the East are granted all the great

Grand Master Wilkinson of the Order of 
Trainmen reached Chicago last night. He 
said to a Tuisune reporter:

MORE FOR A NICKEL. 


ALLEY “L” ROADS FIRST NEW 
EXTENSION IN OPERATION. 


Passengers Are Now Carried to a Jumping- 
Off Place at Forty-seventh Street, Get- 
ting a Longer Ride and New Scenery 
for Their Fares—Cars Will Soon Run 
to Fifty-first Street and Have a Definite 
Terminus—Congressman McGann and 
the New Road Which He Will Manage. 

The Alley L“ road company yesterday 

began giving its patrons a longer mde and a 

more varied assortment of scenery for their 

nickels, when the extension of the road from 

Thirty-ninth street to Forty-seventh street was 

thrown open to traffic. The new part ot the 

line is not an alley road, but it will be some 
day when houses are built up on either side ot 


it, tor its mght of way is over ground that is 


some day destined to be an alley, or at least 
all of it is egcept a few blocks on Fortieth 
street, where passengers are drawn over In- 
diana, Wabash, and Prairie avenues and across 
beautiful Michigan boulevard. 

As far as Thirty-ninth street the scenery 
is unvaried. It’s all back yard ana back 
porches, and of a Monday these are filled with 
the family wash of the occupants of the 
premises. At this particular season of the 
year the wash demonstrates to the trav- 
eler on the L' the great prevalence of the 
pleasing summer girl in Chicago, for the 
clotheslines of the L' back yards groan 
under the weight of her light gowns. 

The back yards and the summer girls tog- 
gery disappear after Thirty-ninth street is 
reached, and the train puffs away for a block 
between high, red street-car barns. Street-car 
horses, munching their hay, gaze complacent- 
ly at the passengers in the speeding cars 
and seem to smile quietly in the re- 
fiection that their occupation is  get- 
ting gone.“ At Fortieth street, after the 
little locomotive draws a supply of water 
from an overhead tank the trains are whirled 
about a curve that is sharp and short enough 
for a mountain-climbing line, and then hurry 
on to the east. 

The first stop on the extension is called 
Fortieth street. It's really Indiana ave- 
nue. The station there is, or will be when 
completed, something neater than those fur- 
ther up-town. Leaving Fortieth street the 
train is pulled around another short curve, 
and then the line proceeds along what will be 
an alley when Prairie avenue and the thor- 
oughfares east of it are built up. 

There's another station at Forty-third street, 
and away to the east the passengers can see 
some of Hyde Park’s fine residences and 
watch the display of equipages that bright 
days a'ways bring into the broad driveways of 
Grand boulevard. The train runs a short du- 
tance further south and the guards call out 
“* Forty-seventh street. Then they beckon 
the passengers out with emphatic information 
that it is Far as we go.“ Some of 
the guards facetiously ask the passengers 
how far they want to ride for a nickel. The 
passengers take these hints and get out and 
climb down the long wooden : stairways to un- 
paved sidewalks and inquire from each other: 
Where are we at?“ The passenger who does 
not live in that part of the town generally 
climbs the stairs again and gets hauled back 
to Congress street, which 1s just a trifle more 
definite and a little bit fu-ther from no- 
where ’’ than Forty-seventh street. 

There isn’t anything at all to see down at 
Forty-seventh street, except the unfinished 
station and a jolly girl in a blue polka dot 
dress, who sells L“ road tickets, and oblig- 
ingly supplies information aboutthe L.“ 

That's the only trouble with the alley L.“ 
It doesn’t start from anywhere and it doesn't 
go anywhere. Of course it’s a biessing and a 
benefit to the people who are living along its 
line. But this trouble will be remedied soon, 
for within a week there will be a now “ exten- 
It will carry passen- 
gers as far south as Fifty-first street and let 
them off not far away from Washington Park, 
and by early spring the company expects to 
run its trains right to the gates of Jackson 
Park and perhaps have a down-town loop. 
The roadbed south of Thirty-ninth street is 
excellent and the work of construction is pro- 


gressing rapidly. 
STREET CAR MAGNATE M’GANN. 


He Tells All About the New Lines He Is 
Going to Manage. 


Congressman Larry McGann, ia his new 
capacity of street railway manager yesterday 
entertained callers in the office of the West 
and South Towns street railway company. 
There were many of them. They were anxious 
to know all about the details of the project. 
Mr. McGarn told them operations would be- 
gin immediately, and that cars would be run- 
ning by January. The bond issue he told 
them is $500,000, and the proceeds are to be 
used in construction. 

The bonds have not yet been printed, but 
their sale has already been arranged, it is 
claimed, with the Northern Trust company 
as trustee. The Capital stock of the company 
is $500,000. The line to be. constructed at 
present will be five miles long, but it is pro- 
posed to build twelve miles of road event- 
ually. 

The ordinance granting the use of Twenty- 
second street and Lawndale avenue to the 
new company was pushed throug the Coun- 
cil last spring without attracting much notice. 
It grants the right to use gas, compressed air, 
cable, horse or electric motor power and does 
net stipulate the style of cars. The 
ordinance gives the right to use the over- 
head trolley, wire system with the provision 
that the feeder wires be placed below the sur- 


face. 

„There will be a line of poles at the curb 
line to support the wires over the track, said 
Mr. McGann. “But they will not carry the 
wires from the power-house, so the great dan- 
ger in overhead electric systems will be 
eliminated. Our feeder wires will be con- 
nected with the trolley wire at distances not 
less than 500 feet apart. The City Electrician 
has assured us that such a plan is perfectly 
practicable.”’ 

„We also looked into the storage battery 
plan.“ another official said. “A road in Mil- 
ford, Mass., is operated by storage batteries. 
It has been in operation for months and has 
been subjected to a variety of tests. We 
found, however, after studying it that it would 
be inadvisable to adopt the system. The 
overhead trolley has proved itself to be a suc- 
cessful motor. Our plan removes ifs objec- 
tionable features.”’ 

Another privilege conferred upon the com- 
pany is the right to haul baggage and freight. 
This feature of the undertaking provoked 
curious inquiries. 

„We are going to do a parcel delivery busi- 
ness, said Mr. McGann. 

Large down-town stores which maintain 
their own delivery wagons can’t send a spool 
of thread or a paper of pins a distance of eight 
o nine miles and make it pay. Our idea is to 
dehver parcels in the district entered by our 
road. We shall establish depots on Twenty- 
second street and various other points. That 
is the freight business referred to. It is not 
intended to attempt to handle baggagej 
trunks, etc.—not for the present at least. 

The ordinance also grants the West and 
South Towns street railway the right to * 
ate its cars over any tracks not owned by it 
under the condition that not 2 five 
cents fare shall be charged inside the city 
limits, 

“This means,” said C. L. Bonney, who is 
counsel for the company, “ that we are legally 
empowered to lease the right to operate our 
cars on any of the existing cross lines, or con- 
tract for it on such terms as can be me 
upon with the old companies.” 
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DEATH TO HER FAMILY BY DYNAMITE,. 


A Girl at Hudson, Mich., Under Arrest on 
a _ @ Serious Charge. 

Hupsox. Mich., Aug. 15.—[Special.]—Jen- 
nie Tabor is under arrest here charged with 
trying to blow her family out of existence 
with dynamite for the purpose of securing the 
$5,000 estate left by her father. She is known 
to have assisted in robbing a neighbor’s house in 
the night time a year ago, and is even sus- 
pected by some of the good people of having 
caused the death of her father and lover. 
Both died after a brief illness. The 
latter died a year ago, withm a week 
of his wedding day. Twenty dynamite 
cartridges were found in two different 
places in the house. It is hard to believe that 
the girl, who is 24 years of age and quite pret- 
ty, would deliberately plot her relatives’ 
death, but in a confession just made she says 
that William Meyers, her lover, com- 
pelled her to go with him and rob 
George Goodwin’s house. With the money 
she got there she bought dynamite 
to blow up her sister’s home, and she says 
Myers was the instigator of the whole affair. 
She charges thut he fired the cartridge that 
startled the whole neighborhood last week. 
On her statement he was arrested for the 
theft of Goodwin’s money, but the officers now 
are satisfied he is not guilty and can prove 
an alibi. They are certain that Jennie robbed 
Goodwin’s house and that she was guilty of 
the many heretofore unexplained thefts about 
the neighborhood. Yesterday Jennie was 
much depressed, and when in the afternoon 
she was taken suddenly ill her sister suspected 
suicide and hastened for a physician. He 
treated her for arsenic poisoning, having 
found a paper on her person that had con- 
tained that drug, and in a short time she was 
out of danger.

NON-PARTISAN JUDGES. 


The Republican Committee Reports “No | a 


Progress,” and Is Instrueted by Resolu- 


tions to Try Again—Slight Probabilif¥ 
That Its Proposal Will Be Accepted— 
Arrangements for the County Conven- 
tion—Lax Work by Ward Committee- 
men—Senator Crawford Withdraws. 

At the meeting of the Republican County 
committee yesterday the committeemen were 
on the motion of Mr. Lorrimer requested to 
send to the Secretary on or before Monday 
next descriptions of the primary districts into 
which they propose to divide the wards; also 
lists of judges and clerks.taken from the regu- 
lar lists to act at the primaries, so that the 
gall for the convention may be published not 
later than Aug. 23.

Justice Woodman, from the committee ap- 
pointed to confer with the Democrats in ref- 
erence to judicial nominations, reported that 
no progress had been made. He communi- 
cated early with the Democrats, waiting on 
the Democratic Executive committee per- 
sonally a week ago Saturday and presenting 
a letter asking for a conference on the same 
day. He received no reply till last Saturday, 
when he and his committee were requested to 
meet with the Executive committee. He had 
only two hours to summon the committee. 
He could not get the members together. He 
went before the Executive committee him- 
self, only to be Jectured by Mr. Boyle about 
alleged discourtesy toa former Democratic 
committee. 

Mr. Woodman’s report was seconded. where- 
upon Mr. Hull presented the following, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee appointed at 
our last meeting in reference to judicial nomina- 
tions be continued and authorized to present to 
the Democratic Executive committee a propo- 
sition favori the continuance of the non-par- 
tisan plea of selecting Judges which has prevailed 
in this court for a number of years, agreeing to 
sapport for Judges of the Superior Court this 
fail two lawyers nominated by the Democrats, 
and for the Circuit Court one lawyer nominated 
by the Democrats, on condition that the Demo- 
cratic Executive committe or convention sh 
support two lawyers nominated by the Republic- 
ans for Judges of the Superior Court and one 
saw yet nominated by the publicans for Judge 
of the Circuit Court. Always provided that 
nominees on both sides shall be mie of recog- 
nized legal ability and integrity. 

Democrats Are Dodging. 

Mr. Hull said the Democrats were dodging. 
They affected not to understand the position 
of;the Republicans. He offered the resolution 
so that there should be no doubt about it. 
There was no opposition to its adoption and 
Mr. Woodman's committee will wait on the 
Democratic commttee this afternoon. It is 
believed that no attention will be paid by the 
Democrats to the proposition. 

All the committeemen were not prepared to 
report the result of the recent canvas yester- 
day either. The work has been done in the 
fcllowing wards: Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sev- 
enth, Ninth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-second Twenty-fifth, 
Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty-eighth, 
Thirty-first, Thirty-second. It has deen groasly 
neg! in the First, Eighth, Thirteenth, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty ninth, Thirtieth, Thirty-third, and 
Thirty-fourth. In all those wards except the 
Twenty-fourth the committeemen are office- 
holders. In the Sixth the work has been done 
under the superintendence of the Executive 
committee.

When the call was made fora list of the 
precinct Committees on Naturalization, a 
worse state of affairs was disclosed—only the 
Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Eighteenth, Twenty-fifth, 
and Twenty-second Wards were ready to re- 
port.

Dr. Edward Pollack of Vienna Criticises 
Agent Reinherz of the Hebrew Charities. 
| New York, Aug. 15.—[Special.|—Dr. Ed- 
ward Pollack of the Vienna Die Neue Zeit und 
Wochenschrift, who was sent to this country 
by his paper to write about the World’s 
Fair and to investigate the rumored ex- 
tortion of money from immigrants at 
Ellis Island, was before Justice Duffy in Essex 
Market Poiice Court today on a charge of 
criminal libel.

immigrant boarding-houses at No. 18 Jeffer- 
son street and No. 81 East Broadway. He 
learned, also, he asserts, that Henry Co- 
hep, Reinherz’s agent, received a com- 
mission from Solomon Balsam, a board- 
ing-house keeper at No. 84 Monroe street, 
for sending immigrants to his house, 
These matters were reported to Assistant Im-

Although Not an Outspoken Candidate He 


Win Not Refuse the Nomination if the 


Republicans Tender It—Importance of | 


the Second Place This Year—Chicago to 
Have No Branch Headquarters — Gov. 
Brown Vetoes Kentucky’s Revenue Bill 
—Gov. Fifer at Vienna, 
Mitwavuxsesr, Wis., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
Ex-Senator Spooner announced tonight that 
he will accept the Republican nomination for 
Governor if it is tendered to him by the con- 
vention Wednesday, although he still main- 
tains that he is not a candidate in the sense of 
seeking the nominatiou. This declaration on 
the part of Mr. Spooner has practically re- 
tired for the present at least all of the other 
Gubernatorial candidates with the exception 
of Maj. W. H. Upham of Marshfield. Mai. 
Upham is in the Held to stay. He 
so declared himself tonight, and, en- 
couraged by his stand, his lieutenants 
are hard at work. Maj. Upham says 
that Mr. Spooner’s position with reference to 
the nomination leaves him with no other al- 


ternative than to allow his name to go before 


the convention that his delegates may follow 
their instructions, Had Mr. Spooner an- 
nounced in time he would accept or even now 
declared himself a candidate he says there 
might be some other course open to him. Of 
all the active candidates for the nomination 
Maj. Upham undoubtedly has the largest fol- 
lowing among the delegates. While he makes 
no claims himself, his friends say that there 
are 150 delegates ready to vote for him. This 
+ within thirty votes of enough to nominate 

im. 

Encouraged by the announcement that Mr. 
Spooner will accept if nominated, his friends 
are enthusiastic tonight. They not only pre- 
dict his nomination but his election as well. 
They think his elements of strength make 


him without question the strongest man in 


the party to nominate. Mr. Spooner is not so 
enthusiastic as some of his supporters for his 
own nomination, and maintains that some 
one else should be numunated. 

He favors a German, preferably some Mil- 

waukee man, and he may yet so develop his 
convictions among others as to bring about 
the nomination of Judge Wallber or Gen. F. 
C. Winkler, both of Milwaukee, or possibly 
some dark horse. But tonight about all of 
the other candidates for places on the State 
ticket are counting on Spooner to head the 
ticket, and are figuring out their own chances 
accordutgly. 
Most of the busy slatemakers also have 
Spooner at the head, with a Milwaukee Ger- 
man Lieutenant-Governor. More than ordi- 
nary interest attaches to second ace for the 
reason that it is generally ag that if the 
Republicans elect their State ticket the Legis- 
lature will also be Republican.

SENT TO THE GENERAL TERM, 


Justice Bartlett of the Supreme Court Passes 
the New York Apportionment Cases. 

New Yorx, Aug. 15.—[Special.]—Justice 
Bartlett, in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, to- 
day took up the order to show cause why the 
Kings County Board of Supervisors should 
not be compelled to reconvene and divide the 
county into Assembly districts in the manner 
and form required and contemplated by the 
Constitution. There was a large array of 
counsel on both sides, the Republicans, who 
object to the reapportionment, being repre- 
sented by United States District Attorney 
Jesse Johnson, George F. Elliott, E. H. 
Hobbs, B. F. Blair, and F. E. Barnard. The 
Republicans claim that the Supervisors have 
divided the county into Assembly districts un- 
fairly. They cite one district as an example. 
Under the reapportionment it consists of 
three strong Republican wards—the Seventh, 
Nineteenth, aud Twentieth—with a population 
of 102,805, while there are many heavy Demo- 
cratic districts which contain only one-third 
of that number. They also argue that the ap- 
portionment is void because it deprives thou- 
sands of voters of representation, and because 
the lines of Assembly districts cross or divide 
towns. Mr. Johnson announced that he was 
ready to go on, but Col. Meyenberg asked for 
an adjournment, saying that hehad not had 
time to prepare the case. Judge Bartlett ad- 
vised both parties to arrange an reed case 
and take it to the general term in September.

Gov. Brown Nullifies the Work of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature for Personal Reasons. 
Franxrort, Ky., Aug. 15.—[Special.j— 

Never in the recent legislative history of this 

State has a governor dealt such a wholesale 

slaughter of important measures as Gov. John 

Young Brown, when today by his veto mes- 

sage he killed three bills which were practi- 

cally the work of eight months of the Legis- 
lature and have cost the State the round sum 
of $250,000. The most important bill vetoed 
was the proposed new revenue law of the 

State, which was framed to meet the require- 

ment of the new Constitution and was essen- 

tially different from the old laws in many re- 
spects. During the discussion of the bill in the 

House an effort was made to putin amend- 

ments decreasing the patronage of the State 

Auditor and increasing that of the Governor. 

In the fight the Governor, who is thought to 

have aspirations to Senator Carlisle’s seat, was 

unsuccessful and lost a powerful political 
leverage, though the Governor puts his 
principal objection to the bill on the ground 
that it was not legally framed. The Auditor’s 
faction and that of Senator Carlisle and the 
members are very bitter toward the Governor, 
especially Speaker Moore of the House who 
belongs to the Auditor’s faction and whois a 
friend of Senator Carlisle. It is probable 
that he will lead the * 1 to pass the bill over 
the Governor’s head. It is said that a number 
of other bills yet to reach the Governor will 
be vetoed on the same constitutional grounds, 
but the friends of the tomahawked bills are 
criticising the Governor because he has al- 
ready approved a great many bille whiclmwere 
open to the same criticism, but did not divest 
him of any power. Carlisle’s friends accuse 
the Governor of personal motives in the affair.

Paulsen Gives Evidence in the Chicago 
Bank Note Company Case. 

The business methods of the Chicago Trust 
and Savings Bank received a slight airing in 
Justice Hogiund’s court yesterday upon the 
continuation of the Chicago Bank Note com- 
pany conspiracy case. The entire morning 
session was taken up by the lawyers who 
argued concerning the admission of the trust 
company’s bank books as evidence. The 
prosecution wished to show by the books that 
when Bartels certified large checks for the 
Bank Note people they didn’t have a 
dollar in the bank. Judge Hoglund, how- 
ever, decided that as the clerk who made the 
entries was dead the evidence was not compe- 
tent. During the afternoon Vice-President 
Paulsen was on the stand.. Nearly all of Judge 
Barnum’s cross-examination consisted of an 
endeavor to get Mr. Paulsen to admit that he 
allowed the “‘ kiting ’’ of checks to go on after 
he obtained knowl that it was kiting. 

Paulsen admitted he sent lots of bank 
note 33 to the Atlas bank after he was 
morally certain it was not good, but he had 
Dr. Burnside's assurance that it was good. 
Judge Barnum also tried to bring gut the ad- 
mission that the witness had threatened crim- 
inal proceedings if the $6,500 which was in 
deposit was not paid. He offered in evidence 
a letter written to him by Paulsen, which he 
construed as a threat of that kind. 

In regard to the condition of the Bank Note 
people’s business the witness couldn’t swear 
that their assets were not, as stated, $400,000 
and their liabilities only $35,000,

GLEANINGS IN LOCAU FIELDS. 


Collector Mamer Reorganizing His Force. 

Collector Mamer began to reorganize his 
force of internal revenue gaugers yester- 
day in accordance with à law passed by the 
present Congress. Seven of the twenty-three 
gaugers will be dismissed, several having al- 
ready been dropped. The men who have 
made the best records as gaugers will be re- 
tained. The gaugers affected are those who 
have been at work in the government rectify- 
ing houses in this city, which will hereafter be 
required to gauge their own goods and affix 
stamps to the packages. Some ot the retail 
liquor dealers affect to believe that the new 
system will result in giving the rectifiers op- 
portunity for fraud. Collector Mamer, how- 
ever, says he does not anticipate any frauds, 
as his deputies will be on the lookout for any 
crooked work. The reorganization will take 
place in every district in the United States 
and will result in the reduction of the gaugers 
by 2,000 and a saving of $10,000 or $12, a 
day. 


To Abolish Capital Punishment. 
Considerable interest is being manifested in 
regular army circles over the efforts of Gen. 
Newton W. Curtis to abolish capital punish- 
ment in all branches of the government serv- 
ice, including the army and navy. Gen. Cur- 
tis has framed a bill for presentation to Con- 
covering the subject and it is now being 
sent to all army officials, asking for their 
opinions. Gen. Schofield has indorsed the 
proposition in a strong letter, which Gen. 
Curtis inclosed with his arguments in favor of 
his bill. With capital punishment abolished 
by the government it is believed that many of 
the States would follow with the enact ment of 
similar laws. Gen. Miles will send a com- 
munication to Gen. Curtis incorporating his 
views, which are said to be favorable.

it passed the Commons, but Gladstone knew 
in his heart that the Upper House would re- 
ject it as it had rejec all other measures 
of retorm until forced to recede. 

What Ireland Should Have. 

“The newspapers’ of the Irish party, no 
matter to what section they belong, cannot 
accept any Home Rule bill would fail to 
give ireland control of its judiciary, the 
police, and the revenues of the country, The 
control of the militia should be included in it 
if possible. A judiciary nominated by England 
would be a constant menace to justice in Ire- 
land. A police controlled by London instead 
of by Dublin would be, as it is 
today, a garrison. Without control of the 
revenues of the country it would be.impossible 
for an Irish Government to maintain itself 
independently. The militia should be organ- 
ized on the principle of the several American 
States, but owing to the recent change of 
organization in the British army the trish 
militia force had become practically a por- 
tion of the regular establishment, the battal- 
ions being virtually incorporated with those 
of the line. But the control of the police and 
judiciary are more vital under existing con- 
ditions than the control of the militia. 

As to the retention of the Irish members 
at Westminster it would be better not to have 
them there at all, because their presence in 
London would tend to make the Dublin Leg. 
islature a secondary body—a mere satellite of 
the English Parliament. But if there was 
way out of it, if the Home Rule bill cannot 
pass without some such unfortunate conces- 
sion, the Irish should insist on their full pres- 
ent representation of 103 members to legislate 
on imperial concerns. 

It would be a peaceful act, the speaker said, 
for Mr. Gladstone on his return to office to 
grant amnesty to the men accused of political 
crimes now imprisoned in English and Irish 
penitentiaries. According to Giadstone’s own 
statements it was the desperate acts of these 
men that drew his attention to Ireland’s griev- 
ances. 

M. V. Gannon of Omaha, President of the 
Irish League of America, said: 

We were undaunted nine years ago and 
we are undaunted now. The cause of Irish 
liberty must move on until we are conquered. 
To Chicago more than any other city in the 
Union is due the solidity which has carried on 
the Irish movement in America. In this city 
have resided the men who have been untiring 
in their efforts to extend help and sympathy 
to their brethren.”’ 

The speaker thought that the recent change 
in the English Parliament would be productive 
of good to Ireland, and that since Gladstone 
had repented his actions of former years to- 
ward the cause of Irish liberty, he should now 
be given a chance to see what he could do for 
the mother country. 

Mathew P. Brady lauded Gladstone on the 
stand he had taken on the Irish question. 


THEY CELEBRATED ASSUMPTION DAY. 


Bloomington Hibernians Indulge in a Pic- 
nic—Addresses Delivered. 

BLoouINdTOx, III., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
The Ancient Order of Hibernians of Bloom- 
ington celebrated the Feast of the Assump- 
tion by a picnic at the grounds of the Bloom- 
ington Fair Association. There were 1,000 
people present. Edmund O’Connell of this 
city presided. In his opening address Mr. 
O'Connell eulogized Gladstone, and the senti- 
ment was vigorously applauded. M. V. Gan- 
non of Omaha and William J. Hines of Chi- 
cago, who were to have spoken, were un- 
able to be present, and in their places 
the names of A. E. Stevenson and 
Jonathan H. Powell, both of Bloomington, 
were placed upon the program at the last mo- 
ment. James F. O'Donnell, editor of the 
Bloomington Bulletin, delivered an address, 
which was eulogistic of the uchievements of 
Catholics, and especially of the Catholic Irish 
of America. Heurged greater toleration as 
to all religions and believed that this would be 
brought about oy more complete information. 
Mr. Stevenson followed Mr. O'Donnell and 
spoke briefly. He eulogized Col. Ed 
Lynch of Lincoln, who dieda few days ago, 
speaking of him as an honor to Ireland, the 
land of his birth, and to America, the country 
of his adoption.

It Will Be Selected for the Dominion’s Ex- 
hibit at the World’s Fair. 

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 15.— [Special. ]—Prof. 
Saunders, Canadian Commissioner to the 
World's Fair at Chicago, is here on his way 
to Ottawa from British Columbia. Itis the 
desire of the Dominion Commissioners to 
make a full and fine exhibit of woman’s work 
from all over the minion at Chicago. To 
that end the Domimion Government will send 
an expert to Toronto during the fair which is 
to be held at Toronto in September, who will 
select the best specimens of woman's handi- 
work in all vilasses, and they will be sent 
to Chicago. On the strength of this 
fact the management of the Toronto 
Fair has decided to extend the time for mak- 
ing entries in the woman’s department. The 
Dominion and Provincial Commissioners to 
the World’s Fair will attend the Toronto 
Fair. Selections in other classes of exhibits 
for exhibition at Chicago will be made by the 
Commissioners from the grain and other de- 
partments. A selection of roots and fruit, to 
be kept in cold storage until the Chicago Ex- 
hibition opens, will also be made. 


World’s Fair Choral Competition. 

The International Eisteddfod Association met 
at the Grand Pacific last night for the purpose of 
further perfecting arrangements for the cele- 
bration at the World’s Fair. Letters were read 
from several of the committees concerning 
the details of the choral competition.

THE LEHIGH RAILROAD STRIKE. 

The Lehigh railroad strike is certainly char- 
acterized by unwarrantable and unjustifiable 
conduct on the part of the striking switchmen. 
A short time ago the Officials of the road 
posted an announcement that fn order to com- 
ply with the State law it would be necessary 
to pay the switchmen by the hour instead of 
by the month. They had been getting $60 and 
$65 for day work and $65 and 70 for night 
work, and had not complained of the amount 


of their wages. Because the officials changed | 


the method of paying those wages, and 
changed them to comply with the State law, 
they struck; and not only struck, but have 
followed up their action with violent assaults 
upon other workingmen engaged to take the 
places which they resigned and vacated, since 
trains must be run, with unlockmg switches 
and Jarceny of switch lights, with derailing 
trains, and with numerous acts of incendiarism 
by which thus far $175,000 worth of property, 


much of it the property of merchants and : 


shippers, has been destroyed. 

These striking switchmen have gone far be- 
yond the rules as laid down by Senator Palm- 
er. The latter affirmed that as long as work- 
ingmen behaved themselves and did good 
work employers were bound to retain them. 


While this is not a rule of law and would be 


incapable of legal enforcement, yet to a gen- \ 


eral extent it may be considered a practical 
doctrine, for ver y few employers disturb such 
workmen. But the switchmen have gone 
far beyond the Palmer doctrine, They have 
left their jobs, vacated their situations; their 
names are not on the company’s pay-rolls. 
Having walked out they have said to their 
employers: “ You shall employ no one else 
to fill the places we have abandoned. You 
shall run no trains, and your passenger and 
freight trains shall not move until you com- 
ply with our demands and reémploy us On our 
own terms.“ 

When the company refused to accede to 
their demand they inaugurated a policy of 
violence, terrorism, incendiarism, and de- 
struction. 

So long as the switchmen occupy this un- 
lawful and unjustifiable position they must not 
expect that public sentiment will espouse their 
side of the dispute, and public opinion, after 
all, is the great power in this country. It de- 
cides and finally adjusts disagreements of all 
kinds, | 

In the lawless course which the switchmen 
have adopted they differ radically from that 
of the strikers at Homestead. When 3,500 
workmen went out on their sympathetic strike 
because the high wages of 350 fellow-workmen 
were reduced they did not blow up the rolling 
mills, although they peppered the Pinkertons, 
or destroy property by fire, and there is no 
good reason. to believe they would have done 
it even if the militia had not been there; but 
the Lehigh switchmen just as soon as their 
demands were refused and after they had quit 
the railroad’s service revenged themselves by 
destroying immense amounts of, property 
of the company, imperiled the lives of pas- 
sengers who knew nothing of the strike 
or its merits, and destroyed tens of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of property 
belonging to merchants who have not the 
most remote connection with their disagree- 
ment with their late employers or with their 
recent relations to the Lehigh railway com- 
pany. 

Even suppose that it were laid down as a 
rule of law that what these strikers contend 
for should be given them, and suppose that 
employers were obliged to take workmgmen 
who had abandoned their jobs on their own 
terms or take such penalties as are adminis- 
tered in this case, what would be the result? 
What could the outcome be other than this— 

that every railroad company would stop its 
trains and every employer shut up his place 
and live as he best could rather than consent 
to continue business on such monstrous terms? 
None but insane persons would think of car- 
rying on business if obliged to accept what- 
ever terms their employés should see fit to 
demand. When free contracts are destroyed 
and one side or the other demands the right 
to make both sides of the bargain despotism 
or slavery is established in this cauntry. 

The Lehigh strikers are on dangerous 
ground. They cannot expect to.enlist public 
sympathy on their side, and if they continue 
in their present course they must expect that 
the courts will interpose not only to protect 

- public property but to punish those engaged 
in destroying it. 


THE OATH-BOUND GIDEON’S BAND EX- 
POSED. 

Tue TMRUXE did a service to the public 
yesterday by turning the electric light on the 
secret organization calling itself ** Gideon’s 
Band.“ the ianer circle of the People’s Al- 
liance,” which it has ruled with mysterious 
and despotic power. Many of the features of 
this society will remind older. persons of the 
Know-Nothings, who flourished between 1854 
and 1860, and who had thesame love for secret 
lodge meetings, grips, and pass words, oaths 
and pledges, that the Gideonites appear to 
have. This organization, like its Know-Noth- 
ing predecessor, is un-American in its methods, 
which are borrowed from the Carbonari of 
Southern Italy and the Mollie Maguires of 
Pennsylvania. Such methods are resurted to 
only by persons who know that their aims and 
objects will not bear open inspection. 

Fortunately it is difficult to keep anything 
hidden in this country which isin the natute 
of a conspiracy against the public. The press 
is too vigilant and the feelings of most peo- 
ple are too unfriendly tosocieties which claim 
from their members a higher allegiance than 
they owe to their government. Tun Trrsuxe 
yesterday gave a very fair idea of the society 
which owes its existence to the scheming 
brain of one Dr. Macune, and the veil of 
secrecy having been partially’ withdrawn 
other information will be obtained, until all 
the mysteries of Macune’s lodge-room are 
laid bare before the public. 

The head of the society has the title of 
Jerubbaal,“ which was the original name of 
Gideon, but which was offensive to the pious 
Israelites of a later day. The first high cocka- 
lorum chief was Col. Livingston of Georgia. 
He selected a trustworthy-henchman in each 
Congressional district, who was given the title 
of “ Gideon.” The latter was commanded to 
pick out 300 trusty fellows in his Con- 


and | gressional district, and the organization was 
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the orders of one shrewd man, may tariff, which 


be able to run its politics, Each district 
averages over 180,000 inhabitants, or some- 
thing like 35,000 voters, but the intention is 
that the latter, whether Republicans or Demo- 
crats, shall be bossed without their know- 
ing it by the little band of 300 Gideonites and 
its chief conspirator. 

As yet the names of the head men and their 
subs in the different Congressional districts 
which have been organized have not been 
printed, but they will be in due time. One 
discovery will be followed by another, and be- 
fore long the big and little wheels of the inner 
machinery will be exposed. Then the people 
of each district will learn the names of the in- 
dividuals who have set themselves up as their 
masters and have beeu working in dark and 
devious ways to secure the election of Con- 
gressmen, members of Legislatures, and State 
and county officers pledged to the wild and 
destructive schemes set forth in the Ocala 
platform. It will be found when the facts are 
known that a large percentage of these plot- 
ters have managed to secure offices for them- 
selves from Jerubbaal Livingston down. 

Happily the power for mischief of Gideon’s 
Band is gone the moment it is exposed. 
Everybody will scuttle out of it and deny 
that he ever belonged to it, as people deny that 
they ever joined the Know-Nothings, or the 
Knights of the Golden Circle, another nightly 
affair which had its oaths and hailing signals. 
Americans have no patience with secret 
organizat:ons except for charitable and social 
purposes. They prefer to take their politics 
openly. Thus this band, formed to get offices 
for its members and to elect to State ana 
Federal offices men in favor of the issue by 
the government of irredeemable shinplasters, 


will soon be a thing of the past, and the voters 


of each Congressional! district will be allowed 
to manage their political ‘affairs for them- 
selves.

He should not waste his time 
getting Lutherans to vote for Cleveland, 
but try to win them for himself. He is fight- 
ing an old stager, a very wily fellow, and Tun 
Trispung warns him that he cannot begin too 
soon the task of capturing delegates to next 
spring’s convention. It may be that he is 
too late already. 


COTTON AND OTHER INDUSTRIES. 

The cotton industry in England is reported 
to be in an exceedingly depressed condition. 
The business is being done without profit, and 
in many cases at a loss, the latter where man- 
ufacturers have speculated on the bull side of 
the cotton market and are using up material 
that cost them more than it could now be 
bought for. It is said that production has 
run far ahead of consumption, and for this 
reason sellers are competing sharply with 
each other, the result being minimum prices 
for the goods. It is believed that a general 
reduction in wages, or an important curtail- 
ment of production, or perhaps both, will be 
necessary to relieve the trade from the diffi- 
culty in which it now finds itself, 

The trouole is a two-faced one. Not only 
has there been a marked increase in produc- 
tion, due to the belief that low prices for the 
staple would lead to avast increase in the 
consumption, but the demand has fallen off. 
Less 1s wanted than before. South America is 
taking some less because of reciprocal trade 
relations with the United States, which is ship- 
ping more canton goods there than formerly, 
and the Bombay mills, with their cheaper Hin- 
doo labor, are strong competitors for the trade 
of India. The result in the Jatter case is all 
the more decided as the buying power of cus- 
tomers in India has been seriously curtailed 
by the decline in the value of silver. Their 
money will not buy as much as it used to, 
because all imported goods have to be paid 
for actually on a gold basis of value, though 
the buyer may have no other than silver 
money. Hence the people there are beginning 


to find out that an increase in the quantity of 


„cheap money is of no benefit if there be 
not also an increase in the aggregate of its 
buying power. They are learning the lesson 
which the inhabitants of the United States 
would have to painfully acquire should they 
ever yield to the insensate demands of the Alli- 
ance men and silver mine owners for free silver 
coinage. They have progressed so far with 
the study as to make a pretty general demand 
that the further coinage of silver shall cease 
unless some arrangements be brought about 
soon for greater stability of values. The peo- 
ple of India are sick and tired of the experi- 
ence of rising prices as measured in continu- 
ously depreciating money, which the Alliance 
men are clamoring for in this country under 
the mistaken impression that it would benefit 
them by lessening the actual volume of debt. 

The depression in the cotton industries of 
England stands outin sharp contrast with 
conditions in the United States. It is report- 
ed that manufacturers in this country are act- 
ively employed, many of them are engaged on 
orders which will require several months to 
fill, and realizing liberal profits. They are 
prosperous, but rather un account of active 
domestic trade than of business for export, 
though there is an increase in the latter. It is 
the general prosperity in this country that 
makes their market. The good ‘prices real- 
ized by American farmers ona large surplus 
from the crops of last year gave them plenty 
of money. They are more free buyers of cot- 
ton fabrics themselves, and have purchased so 
inuch of other goods that the classes supply- 
ing them are also better able to buy cotton 
fabrics than heretofore, the demand in both 
cases being all the greater as the goods are 
cheap, owing to the low prices of the raw ma- 
terial. 

And it should not be 8 that this 
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turn home grown cotton into . 
be sold af low prices while paying good wages 
to the operatives. If we should remove the 
protection, as demanded by Cleveland and the 
Democratic platform on whieh he stands, 
there would be a speedy flooding of our mar- 
kets with British goods, enabling their manu- 
facturers to recuperate their failing fortunes, 
and employ more hands at the cost of multi 
tudes of American operatives, who would’ be 
thrown out of employment till they were 


starved into accepting.wages as low as those 


paid in the mills of the Manchester district. 
Nor could the American made goods be sold 
in competition with the British even then, un- 
less all the other collateral industries sub- 


‘mitted to a similar reduction, so that the costs 


of machine making, transportation, ete., were 
cut down to the English scale, While this 
great change was in progress there would be a 
general paralysis, because the reduced buy- 
ing power of the people immediately con- 
cerned must affect every line of oecupation 
and business in the country. If the American 
people could once be brought to under- 
stand this they would not want Democratic 
free trade at the terrible price they would be 
calied upon to pay for it.

Whatever cripples the purchasing power of 
the wageworkers is an injury to the farmers, 
why must find a home market for their meats, 
vegetables, fruits, poultry, eggs, butter, milk, 
etc., if they wish to dispose of them. 

The people of the West, including the Re- 
publican protection German Lutherans, 
whose votes are claimed for the free trader 
Cleveland and gold bug Altgeld, do not believe 
that American manufacturers can suddenly 
drop the price of their output of goods 50 per 
cent as they would have to do in case they 
attempted to carry on business under free 
trade without at the same time cutting the 
wages of their hands fully 50 per cent. The 
Westerners do not want to witness this reduc- 
tion of the men’s ‘wages, nor to see the fac- 
tories closed and a general panic set in if 
the workingmen refused to accept the low pay 
until starved into it. Not having seen any 
clear explanation as yet of the way in which 
everything is to drop except wages, the work- 
ing classes have not sent in their contributions 
to the World, to help maugurate free trade. 
If that paper receives auy money from the 
wageworkers whom it says would be the 
chief beneficiaries of free trade will it 
please print their names:and addresses so that 
their fellow workmen can consult with them 
on the new light they have received as to how 
half the present wages will better their future 
condition?

Tue New York Worid in the Wattersonian 
style is appealing by triple-leaded articles 
for money with which to carry the Western 
States for Cleveland and free trade. For 
what is this money needed? To what use 
do Democrats usually put money in politics 
except to buy votes? But the World will find 
its campaign fund of no avail for such a pur- 
pose.

Queen, 

Lonpor, Aug. 15.— Mr. Gladstone, accom- 
panied by Sir Algernon Edward West, left 
Carleton Gardens at noon today en route for 
Osborne House, Isle of Wight, to lay before 
her Majesty the names of those who comprise 
his Cabinet and to carry out the old custom 
of kissing the Queen's hand. Notwithstanding 
the persistent rumors as to his physical 
condition Mr. Gladstone appeared to 
be remarkably sprightly. To judge 
from his appearance he did not 
look upon the journey to Osborne House in 
the light of a severe task ; on the contrary, his 
manner indicated that it was a pleasure jaunt 
for him. 
had gathered about the doorway of house 
in Carleton Garde and when the Liberal 
leader appeared, looking fresh and smiling, 

he was the recipient of hearty cheers. Enter- 

ing his carri he was at once driven to 
Waterloo Station, where asmall crowd, in- 

cluding a few notable‘ men, was gathered to 

see him. Mr. Gladstone took his seat in a 
. fi saloon car, ana then he extracted 

a tuberose from a small box and carefully 

pinned it in a buttonhole of his coat. As the 
train pulled out of the station the crowd 
cheered and Mr. Gladstone responded by lift- 
ing his hat and bowing. When the train 
reached Portsmouth, where the steamer is 
taken for the Isle of Wight, he received an 
ovation from the crowd that had gathered to 
welcome him.

IMMENSE GLACIAL FIELD IN IDAHO. 


Discovery Made by the State Geologist— 
Nearly as Great as the Alps. 

Bols Crrx, Idaho, Aug. 15.—J. Schermer- 
horn, geologist and mineralogist, who is 
working in the interest of Idaho’s exhibit at 
the World’s Fair, writes that he has discov- 
ered an immense glacial field in Central Ida- 
ho beneath which is a series of glacial lakes. 
The field probably covers an area nearly as 
great though not so thick as the great glacial 
field of the Alps. He had examined sixteen 
terminal morains, eleven of which were reced- 
ing, four were stationary, and one was advan- 
eing. Nune of them extended more than 2,000 
feet below the snow line, The glaciers are lo- 
cated about twenty-five miles southwest of 
Shoup, amid a number of high peaks not 
dow. on the maps. 


TO CONNECT THE ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC. | 


President Barrios of Guatemala Building 
a Throngh Railway Line. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 15.—Consul Gen- 
eral Duran of Guatemala is in the city. He 
says that President Barrios is »uilding a nar 
row-gauge railroad from Juatemala City, 300 
miles away, to Porto Barrios on the Atlantic 
coast. This, in connection with the Guate- 
mala Central railroad from San José on the 
Pacific coast to Guatemala, will give an all- 
rail route from ocean to ocean. The govern- 
ment has already awarded the contract for the 
first twenty miles of road. This twenty miles 
is from Porto Barrios to Danedorres, and is to 
be completed inside of fifteen months. Con- 
tracts bave also been let for building a cus- 
tom-house at Porto Barrios and a depot at 
Denedorres.

Omana, Neb., Aug. 15.—Three thousand 
nobles, with gleaming lances and brilliant ap- 
parel, on foot, in carriages, and bestride gay- 
ly ecaparisoned camels, wended their way 
through the oasis of Omaha this evening. The 
caravan was a magnificent spectacle, and as 
it wound around thetrail leading from the 
temple through the haunts of the traders it 
was greeted with a display of bunting, illumi. 
nated with pyrotechnics. Twenty thousand 
people gathered along the line of march and 
witnessed the grand parade of the Ancient 
Arabic Order of Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine. The procession disbanded on Far- 
num street, after having been reviewed by 
Illustrious Potentate Briggs from the Paxton 
balcony. Then came a reception to the nobles 
and their women, at which they were wel- 
comed by Mayor Bemis and given the key and 
the freedom of the city. The rooms of the 
temples represented here were crowded with 
nobles all day ud far into the night, and 
there was music to beguile the senses and re- 
vive memories of other days. : 

The water bottles, long upon the backs 
the camels, were opened and the sojourners 
drank deep of the refreshing liquid. Then 
for those who desired deeper draughts there 
were punch bowls, presiaed over by dusky sons 
of the desert, and other refreshments worthy 
the travelers who had journeyed hither from 
every State in the Union. 

The Imperial Council opened this morning 
at 9 o’clock in the Masonic Temple.

OLD PAPER IS NEVER WASTED. . 


Not White Paper, at All Events— What 
Old Metals Are Worth, 

There is no such thing as waste paper, 
said the junk dealer. Hardly a scrap of 
white paper is ever wasted. Every bit of it 
that isthrown away is carefully gathered up 
and finds its way eventually to the mill again, 
to be made over. The note-book in your 
hand may furnish material for the pages 
on which you will write a letter six months 
hence, and perhaps a year later you will un- 
knowingly find it incorporated in a summer 
novel with yellow covers. Thus the stock of 
paper that supplies the world is used over and 
over again indefinitely through the medium 


of the scavengers, the dealers in junk, and the 


factories, which are continually engaged in 
transforming the discarded material into fresh 
and clean sheets. : 

Brown paper, however, is different. Be- 
cause it is composed of nothing more valuable 
than straw it is mostly thrown away and 
never used again. I would not pay you 
25 cents for a ton of it. A few years ago old 
newspapers were worch four cents a pound, 
being made of rags. Now they are manu- 
factured out of wood pulp and straw and their 
market value is only a quarter of a cent a 
pound. Office papers, such as old bills and 
such scraps, are worth the same price as news- 
papers, while what we call office sweepings,’ 
composed | ly of envelopes, are quoted at 
15 cents a hundred weight, . 

“The kind of paper for which I pay the 
highest price is such stuff as ledgers with the 
covers torn off and other fine writing paper. 
For that kind of material I will give $1.25 a 
hundredweight. ‘Reading books’ are worth 
50 cents a hundred pounds. Ordinary mixed 
white paper has a value of % cents a hundred. 
Oid metals I purchase just as I do waste pa- 
per. For old iron I pay 25 cents a hundred- 
weight, and for old lead 3, cents a pound by 
the quantity. Old copper is worth7 cents 4 

und, and old brass fetches trom 5 to 6 cents. 

re are people who deal in second-hand 
machinery, but I only buy it as old iron. 
Safes, wheels, and dumbbells I buy and sell as 
such when they are in good condition.”

THE CANADIAN REBATE QUESTION. 


Views of Different Newspapers in the Do- 
minion on the Subject. 

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 15.—The Mail says: 
A proposition is to be made to the United 
States Government to the effect that the re- 
bate on grain shall cease with the present 
shipping season, the reason put forward for 
this delay being the reluctance of the govern- 
ment to interfere with or disarrange the con- 
tracts already entered into by vessel-owners. 
This is a rather weak settlement of the busi- 
ness. The propsalis neither dignified nor 
stacesmanlike. Either the government is 
right with regard to the rebate or it is wrong. 
If the present arrangements with regard to 
canal tolls and rebates are tenable they cer- 
tainly ought not to be relinquished on ac- 
count of the threats of a foreign power. If, 
on the other hand, they cannnot be validly 
contended for they should be abandoned at 
once,’ 

Montrear, Que., Aug. 15.—The Herald 
(Liberal) says on the government’s decision 
in regard to the canal tolls: If the authori- 
ties at Washington dre satisfied there is no 
reason why any Canadian should object. It is 
a cheap solution of an international difficulty 
of much gravity. The government has done 
wise in holding out an olive branch to Wash- 
ington. If the Washington Government is in 
a generous mood it may be satistied with this 
evidence of the Canadian Government’s de- 
sire to have peace. 

The Witness (Liberal) says: It is to be 
hoped that the government has not, in coming 
to this decision, taken. anything for granted 
concerning the views of the American Govern- 
ment, which are apt to be any 3 but oon, 
ciliatory just before a Presideutia election.” 

The Star (Conservative) says: The au- 
nouncement that the government has not. 
withdrawn this season’s rebate on grain paes- 
ing through the Welland Canal for Canadian 
ports will give our industries a new sense of 
security, for if the government had yielded 
one right to force it might have yielded an- 
other.’ 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 15.—The Citizen (Gov- 
ernment organ) says; The Government’s 
action in this matter will certainly commend 
itself to all who look to the adopt-<n of a 
policy in line with the persistent but dignified

Archbishop Ireland Replies to the Rev. L, 
H. Morey Interview. 

Sr. Pavr, Minn., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
Archbishop Ireland today expressed himself 
freely upon topics suggested by the Rev. L. 
H. Morey’s account of the recent Stillwater 
interview. The Archbishop, after remarking 
that the interview with Mr. Morey was under- 
stood to be private, said It is not true that 
what the Catholics ask is teaching of the 
Catholic religion in the schools, What they 
wish is that the teaching in the schools be so 
conducted as not to injure the Catholic faith of 
children, or to prevent instruction of ehildren 
in the Catholic faith. The schools of the State 
must be according to law non-religious, 
or, to use a common word, non-sectarian. 
But this does not mean that they must be 80 
conducted as to practically efface religion, or 
to render the teaching of religion difficult or 
— ssible. There is to be no union of Church 

State, but there is to be no hostility be- 
— Church and State; they must move on 
parallel lines. How to bring about in society 
an amicable codperation without throwing the 
one across the orbit of the other may require 
an effort and a spirit of conciliation oa both 
sides, but the results to be obtained 
are well worth the effort. The peace 
which reigns by the complete supremacy 
of the one, the other being driven into an un- 
wholesome and murderous obscurity, is the 
por of Warsaw.

Jackson, Mich., Aug. 15.—[Special. ]—About 
4 o'clock this afternoon Henry Blackman, a 
life convict in the Michigan State Prison, 
killed William Cuddy, one of the proprietors 
of the Philips & Cuddy broom factory, inside 
the prison. Mr. Cuddy was at his desk writ- 
ing. No one was present except Blackman. An 
employé entered the room as Blackman passed 
out and saw Cuddy, with his head hanging 
forward and the blood streaming from a 
wound in the top of the head, and uncon- 
scious.

DESIGN FOR THE SOUVENIR COINS, 


It Is a Slander Upon Columbus and Will 
Probably Be Objected To. 

Wasuinoaton, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special. |— 
Designs for the obverse and reverse of the 
souvenir silver half dollars for the Columbian 
Exposition were sent to the local Board of 
Control by the Director of the Mint today. 
This was dohe simply to have them make 
suggestions if the proposed designs are not 
satisfactory, and from the rough drawing on 
the card sent by mail to Chicago it is quite 
likely that an.emphatic protest against the 
profiie of Columbus will be received. Ac- 
cording to the drawing submitted in the 
case the great Admiral is made to 
look like some namby-pamby, smooth- 
faced, long-haired professor instead 
of a ruler of the sea; there being*none of the 
sternness apparent in the lines of the face as 
presented on the coin that was such a 
characteristic of Columbus. While the man- 
agement of the Exposition has no right to say 
what shall or shall not be the design for the 
proposed coins yet it was deemed courteous 
to have them inspect those made at the mint 
before final action should be taken. Secre- 
tary Foster of the Treasury Department and 
Director Leach of the mint constitute the 
board of final control, and their decision can- 
not be appealed from. So far as the design 
of the Administration Building on the reverse 
of the coin is concerned it is a work of art and 
an excellent reproduction on a émall scale of 
this building. 


ELECTRIC PHAETON FOR THE FAIR, 


If It Proves a Success Thousands of Them 
Will Be Built at Once. 
Inpranapotis, Ind., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
The finishing touches were today put ona 
vehicle unique in character and equipment. 
It is an electric phaeton, built for F. E. Degen- 
hardt of Chicago. It will carry two passen- 
gers on the main seat and a motorman on the 
rumble. The motorman will guide with one 
hand and with the other apply or shut off 
the electricity, which is generated in 
six cells located under the main seat. The 
current is transmitted to a one-half horse- 
power inotor. The phaeton is designed to 
carry passengers through the various build- 
ings and walks of the World’s Fair. The 
motorman will also be a guide to explain the 
exhibits to the passengers. The speed pro- 
is three miles per hour. The phaeton 
just completed was shipped today and will be 
submitted to a trial before some of the officers 
of the Fair Commission tomorrow. If it meets 
with the favor expected, 3,000 will be built of 
this pattern and many others on a larger 
scale, with more power, for street use. The 
one completed when loaded will weigh nearly 
1,000 pounds, but runs so easily that it could 
be drawn over a smooth floor, with three per- 
sons aboard, by a small boy. Its greatest 
width is three feet, and the extreme length 
six and a half feet. It is the intention of the 
company building these machines, if they get 
necessary franchise, to charge $1 an hour 
for the service of one vehicle and its operator.

FOR CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS, 


The Dominion Authorities Preparing to 
Make a Good Exhibit. 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 15.—The apprehension 
was expressed recently that owing to the atti- 
tude of the United States Government on the 
canal tolls question there would be a strong 
aversion on the part of Canadians to send 
exhibits to Chicago, but the indications point 
rather the contrary way. About a fortnight 
ago the department of marine and fisheries 
sent out circulars inviting exhibits of fish, 
fish products, fish appliances, and the like, 
and already the responses have reached a 
considerable number, giving every promise of 
a varied and creditable contribution from this 
country. Another step has just been taken 
that evinces a disposition on the part of the 
Dominion Government to enter heartily into 
the Exposition project. The plans of an edi- 
fice to be used as a Canadian headquarters 
have been approved by the governmect, and 
tomorrow Mr. Ewart, the assistant architect, 
will leave for Chicago to submit the drawings 
to the World's Fair management. When thev 
have been indorsed by the proper officials the 
work of construction will at once be begun 
under Mr. Ewart’s superintendence. The 
proposed building will be of neat architectural 
design, conforming in general appearance to 
the British pavilion which is to be erected. 


IN HONOR OF COLUMBUS. 


Both Church and State Dates Will Be Ob- 
served in Louisiana. 

New Orweans, La., Aug. 15.—[Special.}|— 
Archbishop Janssens has issued a letter to his 
diocese directing a general observance of the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of America. 


The opening paragraph reads: 

Christopher Columbus was a sincere and devout 
Catholic; his remarkable voyage was made possi- 
bie by the intercession of a holy monk, and by the 
8 and liberality of the pious Queen Isa- 

la. The Cross of Christ, the emblem of our 
holy religion, was planted on America’s virgin 
soil, and the Te Deum and the holy mass were 
the first religious services held on the same. It 
is. therefore, just and proper that this great event 
and festival should be celebrated in a religious as 
well as a civil manner. 

The Pope having set the Julian date of Oct. 
12 for the celebration and the President Oct. 
21, the Archbishop directs that exercises be 
held on both these days—the first of a religious 
character, the second civic. Oct. 12 a solemn 
native mass will be sung in all the churches of 
the diocese with an exhortation, and Oct. 21 in 
the City of New Orleans the clergy will assem- 
ble at the archiepiscopal residence early in the 
morning and march tothe Cathedral, where 
services will be held at 7:30 o’clock. Sermons 
of ten minutes each are to be preached in 
English, French, Spanish, German, and Ital- 
ian. 


North Dakota’s Fair Commission. 

GranpD Forks, N. D., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Burke has made the following appoint- 
ments to the State Board World’s Fair Com- 
mission: Alfred Dickey of Jamestown,-D. R. 
MeGinniss of Grand Forks, Martin Hector of 
Fargo, John M, Turuer of Mandan, and J. 4. 
Field of Burleigh County. The board is a 
most excellent one and the members were ap- 
pointed regardless of politics, the good of the 
State alone being considered. The first meet- 
ing of the new board was held today at the 
Headquarters Hotel in Fargo.

Japan Accepts Exposition Space Allotted.

.of State, Agriculture, and Commerce 
for the Japanese Imperial Governnient. The 
letter is dated Tokio, July 27. The President

able to forward here the general plan for the 
installation of the Japanese exhibit. He says, 
however, that an architect, who is also a com- 
petent engineer, will be sent to Chicago to 
take charge of the work of developing the 
buildings and gardens. This architect will 
leave Japan about the iniddle of August. 


Tailors to Have a Special Building. 

The Grounds and Buildings committee at 
its meeting yesterday reconsidered its action 
of Aug. 11 in not approving of the recom- 
mendation for space for a special building to 
be put up by the Merchant Tailors’ Associa- 
tion of the United States. Yesterday the com- 
mittee granted the association room for a 
building, approximating in its dimensions 90x 
50 feet, upon the express condition, however, 
that the association raise sufficient money to 
put up the structure and satisfy the committee 
of its ability to do so not later than Sept. 15.

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DRAINAGE BOARD PREPARED TO 
LET CONTRACTS FOR WORK.

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Plans Have Been Made for Six Miles of 
Channel and It Only Remains to De- 
termine the Capacity of Discharge Be- 
fore Taking Steps Toward Excavation— 
Engineer Williams Argues for a 600,- 
000 Cubic Foot Water Course, Advan- 
cing Three Special Reasons. 

The Drainage Board is preparing to let con- 
tracts for an additional six miles of its main 
drainage channel. If the Joint Committee on 
Engineering and Finance can decide before 
tomorrow’s session of the board whether the 
six miles of channel in question shall be of 
600,000 or 300,000 cubic feet capacity of dis- 
charge a minute the clerk will be authorized 
at that meeting to advertise for bids to be re- 
turnable on or before Oct. 19, 1892. It is un- 
derstood that two members of the com mittee, 
Messrs. Eckhart apd Boldenweck, are in favor 
of the smaller excavation, while Messrs. 
Cooley, Altpeter, and Russell think the law 
demands a 600,000 capacity cut. 

A special meeting of the board was held 
yesterday afternoon. Plans and specifications 
for the six miles of excavation between Wil- 
low Creek and Summit were submitted, with 
a form of contract and instructions to bidders, 
based upon the requirements of a 600,000 
capacity cut, Engineer Williams submitted 
an alternative draft for certain sections adapt- 
ing them to a 300,000 capacity channel and at 
the’same time giving his reasons for making 
thelarger channel. Both documents were 
ordered printed. 4 

The specifications in the case of the larger 
channel provide for the excavation of 11,400,- 
000 cubic yards of earth and 500,000 cubic 
yards of rock and the building of 40,000 yards 
of dry rubble walls. The six miles are divided 
into six sections and the specifications are gen- 
erally similar to those drawn up for the work 
below Willow Springs, which the contractors 
will begin in a few weeks. In reference to the 
levee, which is to take the place of the Ogden 
dam and prevent the flood waters of the 
Desplaines from flowing down the Chicago 
River to the lake, and which it is the inten- 
tion to complete before next spring’s flood be- 
gins to comedown, the specifications say: 

The levee shall be constructed fifty feet from 
the Desplaines River in such manner as to form 
a continuous levee, extending from the Willow 
Springs road to the bank of the Desplaines River 
near the crossing of the Chicago, Santa Fé and 
California railroad. It shall not be less than 
twenty feet wide on top and built to the height 
of twenty feet above datum in such manner as to 
be water tight. It shall be completed on or before 
March 1, 1893. 

Reasons for the Larger Channel. 

The reasons given by Engineer Williams for 
the larger channel are as follows: 

First, the law requires it and provies that 
the main drainage channel shall exceed a 
capacity of 300,000 cubic feet of water a 
minute on any one of the following three con- 
ditions or contingencies arising: 

“a. If the channel passes through a territo 
having a rocky stratum rising above grade line of 
an eighteen-foot channel. 

b. Ifthe population of the sanitary district 
exceeds 1,500,000, 

“ec. Ifthe United States Government should 
improve the Desplaines and Illinois Rivers so as 
to receive 600,000 cubic feet of water a minute and 
hold the sanitary district harmless from all 
damages caused by such flow of water. 

Under ‘a’ it should de said that an 
eighteen-foot channel will encounter bed rock 
for a distance of about 5,000 feet at Summit, 
extending nearly to the eastern end of the por- 
tion of the.channel under consideration. A 
fourteen-foot channel, with a capacity of 300,- 
000 cubie feet of water a minute, will also en- 
counter rock for a somewhat less distance at 
the points named. : 

“Under b it should be remembered that 
the population of the City of Chicago in June, 

892, as shown by the school census, was 1.425, 
000, an increase for the same territory of 820,- 
000 since 1880, or an average increase of about 
70,000 a year for twelve years, the yearly in- 
crease since 1890 having been about 125,000. 
If we take the June populamon of the Sani- 
tary district at 1,400,000 and assume an 
average increase of 125,000 a ye for 
four years we will have a population 
of 1,900,000, requirmg a channel capacity of 
280,000 cubic feet of water a minute in 1896, 
the year which, by th terms of the contracts 
already let, the main channel is to be com- 
pleted. From this it is seen that even a chan- 
nel capable of progressive development in an 
economical way should have a 1 2 * of 
400,000 cubic feet of water a minute if it is to 
be relied upon to conform to the law when it 
is submitted to State inspection. But the part 
of the channel under discussion is not capable 
of progressive development in an economical 
way, as will be seen under the head of con- 
structive features, 

Under e' it would seem that the sani- 
tary district should by all means be in a con- 
dition to avail itself of the advantages to be 
derived in saving expense and getting rid of 
the risk of damages should the United States 
Government take up the radical improvement 
of the Desplaines and [linodis Rivers. 

Is Demanded by Sanitation. 

„Second, the sanitary needs of the dis- 
trict require it. 

»The questions most pressing upon the 
sanitary district are not those to which limi- 
tations of the law have been attached, but 
rather those which rest wholly with the dis- 
trict. As pointed out in the report of June 7, 
under head of flood waters, the protection of 
the city’s water supply from sewage pollution 
is by far the most important phase 
of the sanitary question, and that such 
protection cannot be secured so long as 
the Chicago River is allowed to flow into the 
lake. It was also shown that with the utiliza- 
tion of the Desplaines River to its full capac- 
ity it will still take a channel of 600,000 cubic 
feet capacity a minute to control the com- 
bined flood waters of that river and of the 
Chicago River and its branches which are 
shown to be at times as much as 1,100,000 
cubic feet a minute, Since that report was 
submitted this maximum has been reached, 
namely June 24 of this year. 

There are two feasible ways of preventing 
an outflow of the Chicago River. One is to 
pt tend sufficieat capacity in the Desplaines 

alley from Summit down for the flood dis- 

charge of the Upper Desplaines plus that of 
the Chicago River basin, and another by the 
North Branch to the lake through a Skokie 
cut-off or its equivalent, and to provide for 
the remainder through the valley below Sum- 
mit. As stated in the June 7 report, the first 
method is probably as safe as the second and 
decidedly a cheaper one. 

J consider that, without regard to legal 
requirements or construetive advantage, but 
on local sanitary grounds alone, a channel of 
600,000 cubic feet capacity a minute should be 
excavated to Summit, joining with the one of 
equal capacity now under contract from Wil- 
low Springs to Lockport. 


Rock at Willow Springs. 

Third, theconstructive features make it de- 
sirable. ock is encountered both at Willow 
Springs and Summit in an aggregate distance 
of 10,000 feet. It will cost from three to four 
times as much to excavate it ‘wet’ as it will 
to excavate it ‘dry,’ and the same is true of 
the excavation of glacial drift. The difference 
in cost between the 600,000 cubic feet channel 
and the 300,090 cubic feet one, using the same 
prices per unit of quantity, is estimated at 
$1,043,750, there being approximately 3,575,000 
cubic yards more of glacial drift and 150,000 
cubic yards wore of rock to remove for the 
large channel than for the small one. 

An issue of bonds was also talked of at the 
meeting. Mr. Eckhart for the Finance com- 
mittee said that an ordinance was being pre- 
pared for that purpose. It is the intention to 
issue $2,000,000 of bonds at 5 per cent, one- 
twentieth of them to be redeemed every year. 
The Finance committee think it will have no 
difficulty in placing an issue of — in the 
present state of the market, and of the 
opinion that an issue of $2,000,000 will give it 
sufficient money for ten months to come,

Now then comes an art writer, Mrs. M. 
G. Van Rensselaer of New York, who takes a 
three days’ survey of the wonders of Chicago, 
jots down our imperfections, ties a ribbon on 
our beauties, exults, admires, condemns, criti- 
cises, laughs, and praises, and then sets the 
patchwork in a setting of cold type and places 
it before the gaze of the readers of the New 
York World. : 

Mrs. Van Rensselaer has seen some things in 
Chicago which no Chicagoan ever saw. How. 
ever, if the observation of Scotland’s plow- 
boy genius has anything in it, we lose nothing 
by ing Ourselves as others see us. The 
write ‘of the critique on our homeliness and 
good points handles us tenderly to begin with. 

She admits that Chicago as she saw it seems 

to be the only place where a lover of art 
should care to be just now. She confesses 
that she felt like the Queen of Sheba—that the 
half had not been told her in spite of dil- 
igent reading of printed accounts and much 
diligent listening to verbal ones. No one in 
her opiaion, for instance, can describe the 
Fair as she saw it or indicate when it will be 
finished; nor are there any terms or compari- 
son by which its aspect can be suggested. To 
compare it with the Philadelphia Exhibition 
would be like comparing the Cathedral of 
Rheims with a frame church in a New Eu- 
giand village. Even a comparison with the last 
Paris Exhibition reaches nothing, for ours is 
not only more beautiful than that, but beauti- 
ful in an entirely different way. It is novel 
because it is American, and its Amerivanism 
she declares is superbly artistic. In sizé it 
goes further than the imagination can 
reach, but this is nothing as compared with 
its esthetic impressiveness and charms. 
The collections which will fill the buildings 
will be mere sideshows. The Fair will be the 
Fair itself. Inasmuch as ashe admits that the 
half about the Fair has not been to!d she inti- 
mates to her readers her inability to picture to 
their minds anything like the whole. 

In reaching the Fair Mrs. Van Rensselaer 
passed over grimy streets, through dingy 
suburbs and a wilderness of tracks, and by 
way stations and freight cars. Of course those 
who read Mrs. Van Rensselaer’s article are not 
to blame if they have some bad impressions 
of Chicago sine she approached Jackson Park 
by way of back streets. After she had reached 
the Fair she stood wondering which were the 

ater, the Fair or the city,and then she won- 
ered why two such stupendous creations could 
stand so near together and yet be so entirely 
distinct in every possible respect. She com- 
pares the Exhibition of Paris with what she 
sees at Jackson Park, and declares ours to be 
much more beautiful. That it should have 
been created by Chicago almost staggers her 
belief. In fact, the only way in which she can 
reconcile herself to it is by recalling the fact 
that contrasts and contradictions and para- 
doxes are sui generis, that is, American. 
Astounded at the Architecture, 

Having thus exhausted all the adjectives in 
her artistic vocabulary on the Fair, Mrs. Van 
Rensselaer returns tu the city and proceeds to 
do it up iu s No such building in New 
York as the Masonic Temple, with its twen- 
ty stories; nothing so 3 in tham 
as the Auditorium, which she describes as a 
whole town under one roof; no such commer- 
cial structure in the city of the Knickerbock- 
ers as Richardaon’s Field Building, and noth- 
ing quite so hideous as some others which she 
doesn’t name. 

The really artistic parts of Chicago are ite 

miles upon miles of macadamized tree-plant- 
ed boulevards. With regret she admits there is 
nothing like them in New York. But she con- 
soles herself that nowhere in any of the new 
Northwestern districts are there any houses 
which can hint at the character of thousands 
of Chicago houses, which she declares is a 
matter for great rejoicing. Rows of high- 
topped dwellings, often taller than the aver- 
ege in New York, and usually covered 
with stucco and painted gray, their 
window-caps and other ornamental features 
carved with incised pattern of a crudely 
ugly kiad; in contrast to these she saw low, 
square houses, isolated in small grounds, built 
of brick or more often of wood, and encircled 
with piazzas. These two classes were of the 
before the fire school of architecture. The 
houses of the present school are very differett. 
They are typical of nothing but themselves, 
not even of their next door. neighbor. They 


have been built regardless of cost and quite 


regardless of ail architectural canons and prec- 
edence, To her mind the chief desire seems 
to have been to have these buildi original. 
massive, of features. it seems to 
er. this massiveness of the typical -Chicago, 
t suggest that it was put up immediately 
after the anarchistic riot and that the owners 
of these residences had their entire wealth 
stored beneath the roofs of their homes. She 
marveled she did not see musket-barrels 
behind lace curtains, and that she did not meet 
a poliveman in front of each one of these Chi- 
yg. eater was to her a marvel.

LESSONS FROM ALABAMA. 
Col. Cockerill Writes of the Third Party 
Movement in the West and South. 

It would appear that the Alabama election, 
which was to be a sort of opening gun, has 
brought anything but comfort to the Cleveland 
Democracy.

Something more is learned about Gideon's 
Band. It is said the successor of Con- 
gressman Livingston, as Jerubbaal or Mighty 
Chief Gideon, is one of the leading officers of 
the Farmers’ Alliance and that Livingston re- 
tired because it was thought desirable that the 
mighty chief should not be a politician who 
was himself a candidate for office. The Oma- 
ha convention was dominated by the Gideon- 
ites. ‘Their leaders saw at an early stage that 
they could not afford to stand out against the 
sentiment for Judge Gresham which the 
Knights of Labor had worked up, but they 
secretly did all they could to discourage the 
Gresham movement in order that the way 
might be clear for Weaver to be nominated. 


Nobody had any chance against Weaver ex- 


cept Gresham. A hack politician of Weaver’s 
cunning would be quick to avail himself of 
the powerful lever which the secret legion 
would give in the way of compact organiza- 
tion. Many of the Alliance people who were 
against Weaver couid not understand how he 
could take the convention by the throat. They 
saw evidences of organization, but they didn’t 
know how complete this was. Perhaps they 
will understand now, 

As far as can be gathered the Gideonites 
are organized in probably three-fourths of the 
Congressional districts of the Northwest, the 
West, and the South. Not all of the Alliance 
members of the present House are among the 
Gideonites, but. it is understooa that those 
who are have succeeded in being renominated 
without trouble, 


They Infest Every District. 

In Minnesota, Nebraska, and Kansas the 
roster is declared to include a band of 
Gideonites in every district of the State. In 
Iowa, Missouri, and Illinois the organization 
is not nearly so complete. Of the Southern 
States. it is saia to be most thorough in 
Georgia, South Carolina, North Warolina, 
Alabama, and Texas. It is claimed that there 
is not now a state in the Union which has not 
at least one band of Gideonites, though this 
may be doubted, as the efforts of the Alliance 
to gain a foothold in New England and the 
Eastern States have been failures. And be- 
fore the band of Gideon can be organized 
there must be a regular Alliance organization 
with its oaths and secret pass-word s. 

The binding nature of the oath which the 
members of the band take is probably not 
realized by many of them. To agree to sur- 
render one’s to the just vengeance ”’ of 
the members of the order, in case the oath 1s 
broken, is something new even to agrarian 
politics. Itis the kind of an oath taken by 
members of Italian assassination societies. It 
is not known that anybody in the order has 
yet taken it-upon himself to go outside the 
laws of the lund and wreak just vengeance ”’ 
on some unfaithful member. Yet the pledge- 
to submit to this vengeance implies that some 
body is expected to execute it. : 

Congressman  Livingston’s prominence 
among the Gideonites is likely to cause a sen- 
sation in the South. He is known thera as the 
craftiest and boldest of the Alliance leaders. 
But he has professed to be a Deinocrat, and to 
act as an Alliance man within the Democratic 
ranks. He refused to join Tom Watson in 
organizing the Independent or Alliance party 
in the present House, 

Has Played with the Democrats. 


He went into all the Democratic caucuses 
and was bound by that party’s action. Liv- 
ingston said after the defeat of free silver and 
everfthing else the Alliance people demanded 
by the mocratic House, that it would 
be hard work to keep them in line. 
Yet he proposed t0 keep within 
the party, and 18 now runoing 
as a Democratic candidate. Nevertheless the 
ritual which Dr, Macune devised, and which 
Mighty Chief Livingston enjoined on the com- 
manders of the legions of three hundred ex- 
pressly demanded a surrender of all allegiance 
to any party. This puts Livingston entirely 
outside the pale of Democracy. 

Southern leaders are uneasy, because they 
think the aim of the Gideonites is to control 
the next House.

While Tom Watsom and Jerry Simpson at 
times chaffed their fellow-Alliauce members 
they kept within the Demorratic lides and 


there never seemed to be any bitterness be- 


tween the two factions. Now, it is surmised, 
that there was a complete understanding. 
Jerry Simpson and Col. Livingston went from 
Chicago together to the St. Louis convention,

Livingston, gave up his position as head of,

Politicians of all parties recognize that the 
next House is going to be close. An inde- 
pendent element of thirty members would 
undoubtedly prevent either the Republicans 
or Democrats from having a clear majority. 
If enough Gideonites are returned either as 
independent Alliance members, as fusionists, 
or as Alliance Democrats it would not be so 
hard for them to make... Livingston Speaker. 
They would drive a bargain with the regular 
Democrats, who, for the sake of a division of 
the spoils, would probably agree to support 
the Gideonite, .

RAILROADS ARE DOING BADLY. 


Heavy Decrease in East-Bound Freight 
Shipments. 

Another decrease in east-bound freight ship- 
ments from Chicago was recorded last week. 
The decrease in through shipments amounts 
to nearly 5,000 tops and in local shipments to 
about the same. The cutting of rates by the 
lake and rail lines is Mainly responsible for 
the decrease. Railroad officials are begin- 
ning to think that they made a mistake 
when they refused to meet the 
reduced rates made by the Vandalia a few 
weeks ago. The announcement by the Van- 
dalia about a week ago that it had decided to 
restore the rates this week seems to have had 
the effect of making the competition by lake’ 
more energetic than before, and the lake lines 
are now doing the bulk of the business, If 
shipment by the all-rail lines does not be- 
come more active before long, it is, quite 
probable that the railroads will be compelled 
to make a reduction in the rates on grain in 
order to secure a fair proportion of the traffic. 

Shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
from Chicago through to seaboard points and 
for export by the various Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation roads during the last week amounted 
to 15,950 tons, against 2U,377 tons for the week 
previous and 18,160 tons for the correspond- 
ing week last year. Flour shipments last 
week were 2,072 tons, against 1,836 tons last 
year; grain, 7,695 tons, against 11,436 tons; 
provisions, 6,183 tons, against 4,888 tons. 

The percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
22; Michigan Central, 11: Lake Shore, 15.2; 
Fort Wayne, 15.4; Pan Handle, 10.7; Baiti- 
more and Ohio, 9.8; Nickel Plate, 15.9. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight 
except live st ck. from Chicago to through 
and local points in the East by the various 
east-bound roads for the Week ending last Sat- 
urday, amounted to 47,366 tons, against 
52.745 tons for the week previous 
and 47.675 tons for the corresponding. 
week last year. The tonnage carried by the

UNIQUE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT CASE. 


It Grows Out of an Ordinance for the Im- 
provement of Sixtieth Street. 

An unprecedented special assessment case 

came before Judge Brown in the County 

Court yesterday. 

The City Council passed an ordinance for 
the curbing and paving of the south half of 
Sixtieth street, between Cottage Grove avenue 
and South Park avenue. The north haif of 
the street fronts the park and the South 
Park Commissioners had made an arrange- 
ment with the city to stand the expense of im. 

roving the north half of the street. 
Property-owners on the South Side tiled ob- 
jections maintaining that the ordinance was 
void because it did not provide for the im- 
provement of the entire street. They claimed 
that if the street was under the park system 
vec’ Commissioners were bound to improve it,

The court sustained the objections, and the 
city authorities were directed to pass another 
ordinance. The city had no power, said the 
court, to make a private contract with the 
Commissioners which threw all the court 
costs and the expense of making the assess- 
ment upon the property owners. 


Free Vaccination of School Children. 

No child can enter a public school this fall 
until it has been vaccinated, and physicians 
in Room 8 City Hall are vaccinating all who 
call there free of charge every day in the week 
except Sunday. The Health Department is 
anxious that all parochial schools, to which 
the law does not apply, should insist that all 
their students be vaccinated the same as the 
scholars of the city schools. Chief Medical 
Inspector Garrott said yesterday that there is 
smallpox in New York and Manitoba, and the 
Health Department proposed totake every 
precaution to prevent the disease in this city. 


Injunction Suit Over a Show Window. 

Application was made to Judge Hutchinson 
yesterday for an injunction in favor of Henry 
Morgan to restrain the city from preventing 
the construction of ashow window in front of 
his premises, Nos. 3504-3506 State street, for 
which he secured an order from the City 
Council and on which he has expended $1,000.

The complainant company is cavitalized for 
over $1,000,000 and does a large business. It 
charges that in July, 1891, the officers of the 
Illinois Exchange Union made a proposition to 
sell its franchise to the National Union 
company. It was represented, complainant 
charges, that the IIIinois corporation sold 
goods to farmers for the four months preceeding 
to the amount of $100,000. It was also represented 
that the Illinois Exchange Union was the agent 
for the Farmers’ Allliance, F. M. B. A., Farmers’ 
Alliance and Industrial Union, and the Patrons 
of Husbandry of Illinois. The price asked for the 
franchise of the defendant was $15,000, After a 
meeting had been held a contract of sale was 
signed, in which the complainant agreed to give 
the officers of the defendant company $15,000 of 
the 6 per cent second deferred debenture bonds. 
The bonds were turned over to M. D. Coffeen as 
President, W. D. Robinson as Secretary, F. W. 
Anderson as Treasurer, end d. F. Burton, in con- 
junction with Coffeen and Anderson as directors 
of the union. The contract between the parties 
stipulated that the IIlinois Exchange Union 
should not operate ite supply department, but 
allow che entire business in illinois to be trans- 
acted by the complainant. 

After the contract was entered into it is alleged 
the defendant continued to transact business. 
Then, too, it is claimed it was not true that the 
Iilinois Exchange Union was the agent of the 
farmers’ organizations it represented to be, and 
its statements cf the business done was grossly 
exaggerated. The whole scheme, it is charged 
was a conspiracy todefraud. In the bonds turned 
over to President Coffeen and the other olficers 
is a clause which states that if default be 
made in payment of the interest the 
entire principal becomes due and payable. 
Demand has been made for the payment on the 
interest of the $15,000 issued to the defendants 
but complainant refuses to pay on the — 
that the contract was broken. It 
the bonds should be delivered up to the National 
Union and canceled. In the meantime, however, 
the defendants threaten to begin legal proceed- 
ings to ‘enforce the payment of the terest. 
Jud udge Blodgett entered a temporary restraining 
order preventing the defendants from enforcing 
the payment ot interest or attempting to collect it. 


PROMOTERS WANT THEIR PAY. 


Bill Filed Involving the Affairs of Two 
Mining Companies. 

Louis Replogle and Noah J. Clodfelter filed a 

bill in the Circuit Court involving the affairs of 

the Oswedd Lead and Zinc company and the Os- 


ewego Mining company. According to the bill the 


Oswego Mining company was organized in Mis- 
souri with a capital of $60,000 and became the 
owner ofa plant and land at Joplin worth $665,- 
000. Last January the affairs of the company be- 
came tangled and complainants say they secured 
$31,000 on their own responsibility. 

It became necessary, however, to form the Os- 
wego Lead and Zine company, with a capital of 
2 and at a meeting in August the com- 

ainants were voted $50,000 in third mortgage 
os and $50,000 worth*of stock for their services 
in promoting the interests of the company. This 
paper, they say, they have never received, and 
they charge the officers with a conspiracy 
to defraud them. The defendants are Samuel 
C. and Margaret Cook, R. S. Buchanan, A. M. 
Clark. Dollie E. Cook and the Lancashire, Trust 
and Mortgage Insurance Corporation of Manches- 
ter,Eng., which promised to float mortgage bonds. 
The court is asked to appoint a receiver to sell 
the bonds to compel ag defendants to issue the 
complainants $50, in bonds and alike amount 
of stock: to award complainants a reasonable 
commission for placing and guranteeing the 
loans, and to restrain any disposition of the 
paper. 


Peace at the Stock-Yarda. 

The recent declaration of peace between the 
rival packers at the Stock-Yards was followed 
yesterday by a dismissal of the cases begun by 
Henry Botsford and the Allerton Packing com- 
pany against the Union Stock-Yards and Transit 
company and the associated packers. These two 
suits were begun in the United States Court, and 
the monopoly and favoritism alleged to exist at 
the yards was attacked. The suits were dis- 
missed by stipulation without cost to either 
party. Hence it is believed that peace has been 
completely ‘established.

Fair Strength in Provisions—Wheat and 
Corn Close a Fraction Lower. 

The wheat market was devoid of sensational 
feature, and on the whole was rather tame and 
narrow. Speculative trade was not large. and 
after the first hour or so mild weakness set in and 
the close showed %c net decline. September 
opened steady at 78, but, in the absence of en- 
couraging news, sagged to 77%c,)due in part to 
the weak cables, It was also reported (and sub- 
sequently denied) that there was a glut in St. 
Louis, with 1% million bu wheat side-tracked. 
This, with the posting of immense receipts 
there and at Chicago, exerted a weakening 
influence, especially as the crowd looked for 
2,500.000 bu increase in the visible. When 
the statement was posted it showed 2,174,000 bu, 
which is perhaps not especially large for this 
time of the year. The high point for September, 
Sc, was due chiefly to the liberal export clear- 
ances, which included 563,500 bu wheat and 17,000 
pkgs flour. Some rather bullish reports came in
